HE old purity of election law undoubtedly had some 


glaring defects, but it was a step in the right direc- 


tion, and no excuse has ever been given for its repeal 
so far as the News knows. 
An excellent feature of It 


was the clause which made the vote buyer and not the 
vote seller the criminal in the eye of the law. 
That 


places the responsibility where It belongs. 
The penalty- 


however, should Include both, and the paity to such a 
transaction should* be permanently disfranchised there- 
after, without other penalty. 
Let either party secare 


immunity by turning State evidence, and first come first 
served. 
This will make both the buyer and the seller 


each at the mercy of the other.—Carson News 


The old purity of election law was not drawn by a 


lawyer, and doubtless, as the News says, had some glaring 
defects. 
It was the work of a layman, and was to a 


considerable extent a compilation of the statutes of a 
similar character in a number of States, adopted to the 
Judicial system in Nevada. 
It passed, however, and be- 


came a law, without the change of a word, syllable or 
punctuation mark 
Making the buyer alone the criminal 


was for the purpose of placing him in the power of 
the 


seller or the person offering to sell and not obliging the 
latter to commit a criminal act, or confess to one in giv- 
ing his evidence, and we question the wisdom of the 
News' suggestion to make both buyer and seller equally 
liable to prosecution and penalty. The law, as fur as it 
wen^, worked well during its existence, and during the two 
elections while it was in operation, no such glaring cor- 
ruption was noticeable as almost openly pievailed before 
its enactment and since its repeal. 


One of the principal defects of the ohl law was that it 


placed no restraint upon candidates for United States 
Senator. While members of the legislatuie were restrict- 
ed in regard to election expenditures, and we:e obliged to 
make oath thereto, the Senatorial candidates could use 
money" to an unlimited extent, through other parties, to 
secure their election. 
Had candidates foi United States 


Senator been included in the provisions of the law it is ex- 
tremely doubtful whether a single legislative candidate 
favorable to Wm. M. Stewart would have been elected 
four years ago. 
This defect could be easily avoided in 


the framing of a new law. 
While Senatorial candidates 


should be permitted to use a reasonable amount of money 
In canvassing the State and foi other legitimate cam- 
paign purposes, each should be obliged, before receiving 
his certificate of election, to subscribe under oath, as other 
candidates, to an itemized statement of his expenses, the 
aggregate of which should come within the limit pre- 
scribed by the law. 


In the old law, the expense allowance for candidates 


for State offl' es was probably too small. 
Nevada is an 


expensive State to canvass, being large 
in area, and 


transportation costly, especially away from the laihvay 
Irnes 
An addition of twenty-five or even fifty per cent 


might probably be allowed without danger of money be- 
ing corruptly or improperly expended 


The old law, while it was to a considerable extent a 


tentative proposition, served a good purpose while it 
lasted. 
The News is correct in saying that no excuse 


has ever been given for its repeal 
There nevei will be, 


for no valid or reasonable excuse can be given. It could 
easily have been ams vied so as to remove the principal 
defects abo\e mentioned, and such other mini r 
ncs 


• as four yeais' experience might have developed 
The 


mistake, if mistake it was, should be corrected by the next 
legislature 
With the old law for a basis, it would be a 


matter of but little time or labor for a legislator of aver- 
age intelligence to formulate a bill that would meet the 
requirements, and which would guarantee to the people 
of the State immunity from such disgiaceful 
election 


methods and scenes as have fastened 
upon our little 


commonwealth the unsavory title of "rotten borough." 
The lesson of the last election, in the attempt, though 
unsuccessful, to override the honest sentiment by pur- 
chased votes, ought to be sufficient incentive for 
the 


passage, by unanimous vote, of a measure which will pre- 
vent its recurrence in the future. If such a law should be 
submitted under a referendum Act to the voters, it would 
be ratified by as large a majority as constitutes the excess 
of the unpurchasable over the purchasable element in the 
State.

MENDING the Constitution of the United States is 


a very slow and tedious business, -well nigh an im- 


possible task. The first eleven amendments were prac- 
tically part and parcel of the original constitution; the 
twelfth was an absolute necessity; the thirteenth, four- 
teenth and fifteenth grew out of the civil war. 
Scores 


have been proposed and only fifteen adopted in the 113 
years of the life of the government. Most people, how- 
ever, are In favor of a sixteenth amendment increasing 
the Presidential term to six years, and rendering the in- 
cumbent forever ineligible for another term. 
Of course 


If 
that were done, the 
Congressiona1 term would 
be 


lengthened to three years, which would also be a good 
thing, for a representative does not get his seat fairly 
advanced before some aspiring statesman is hot after his 
place, which is a laudable performance, regarded from the 
Individual standpoint, but not good for the public ser- 
vice. 


There never has been but one President who did not 


use his first term as a stepping stone to a second, and 
that was George Washington. 
Hayes doesn't count as 


he never wa-» elected tn the first place. Some Presidents 
have used the patronage of their great office in a most 
shameful manner. Those who did not secure second terms 
always considered themselves badly treated. 
At least 


one aspired to a third term. So on the whole the public 
good demands a single term, and that only, and as a com- 
promise between a four years' term and two terms of four 
yaars each, one six years' term is about right.
